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SOUTH AUSTRALIA YEAR ENDED 31ST MARCH 1961 


SCOPE This Bulletin shows details of the South Australian cereal and hay har~ 
vests for the year ended 31st March 1961 as obtained from the amual 
collection of Agricultural and Pastoral Statistics. 


SLASONAL Preliminary figures show the average rainfall over agricultural areas 
CONDITIONS for the crop growing period April-November 1960 as 15.64 inches, which 
is 3.54 inches below the previous record wet season of 19.18 inches in 
1916. Average rainfall for the corresponding period in 1959 was 6.28 
inches whilst the mean for the 55 years to 1959 is 12.73 inches. 


SUMMARY The estimate of the combined wheat, barley, and oats yields for 1960/61, 
OF AREAS contained in my "Cereal Harvest Forecast" Bulletin issued in January of 
AND YIELDS this year, was 100,089,000 bushels. Actual yield for these three 
cereals was 100,106,310 bushels, topping 100,000,000 bushels for the 
first time ever and exceeding the previous record harvest in 1958/59 by 
18,417,431 bushels. The barley yield, which was less than the wheat yield in 1959/60 
for the first time since the 1955/56 season, waS again exceeded by the wheat yield. 


Tables 1 to 4 below show information concerning areas and yields of crops for 


1960/61.

AREAS SOUN The following table shows acreages sown for all purposes (grain, hay, 
FOR ALL and green fodder) for the seasons 1957/58 to 1960/61 together with far- 
PURPOSES mers! estimates of areas which they intended sowing for the current 


1961/62 season. The maximum area sown to wheat was 4,507,213 acres in 

1930/31, when only 267,369 acres were under barley. From then until 
1958/59 a general upward trend in barley acreages was matched by a decline in those for 
wheat, but in 1959/60 the trend reversed. For the 1930/31 season the acreage under 
barley was 5.9 per cent of that under wheats; in 1958/59 it was 93.6 per cent, but it 
decreased in 1959/60 to 82.6 per cent and again in 1960/61 to 78.4 per cent. In the 
autumn of 1961 the intended sowing of barley for the 1961/62 season was only 64.8 per 
cent of the intended sowing of wheat.

WHEAT The 1960/61 wheat harvest of 46,395,600 bushels averaged 23.56 bushels 
per acre, exceeding the previous record average yield of 22.76 bushels 
per acre from a harvest of 32,032,232 bushels in 1958/59. Production 

recorded for 1960/61 was exceeded in only one previous year, 1931/32, when 48,093,102 

bushels were produced at an average yield of 11.81 bushels per acre.

632,666 acres were on fallowed land yielding 15,773,508 bushels and averaging 24.93 
bushels per acre. The remaining 1,336,757 acres not on fallowed land yielded 
30,622,092 bushels at an average of 22.91 bushels per acre.

BARLEY The barley yield for 1960/61 of 42,233,118 bushels exceeded the previous 


record of 37,664,492 bushels in 1958/59 by 4,568,626 bushels. The 

average yield per acre increased from 9.19 bushels in 1959/60 to 27015 
bushels per acre in’ 1960/67, the highest average yield being 28.27 bushels per acre 
obtained in 1958/59.

RYE During 1960/61 the area of rye sown for all purposes was 58,665 acres. 


The 46,028 acres sown for grain yielded 263,766 bushels, an increase of 
135, 564 bushels on the 1959/60 total. The average yield per acre for 
the 1960/61 season was 5.73 bushels compared with 3.35 bushels in 1959/60.

From 26,131 acres planted for grain in the 1960/61 season 358, 338 
bushets were reaped, an average of 13.71 bushels per acre. In the 
1959/60 season 58,449 bushels were obtained from 26,907 acres. In 
the autumn, farmers indicated that they intended sowing 32,305 acres 


in 1961/62. 


Of the 29,828 acres sown in 1960/61 for all purposes 5,185 acres were sown 
to Collegian, 17,112 acres to Dun, 5,275 acres to White Brunswick, and 2,256 acres 
to other varieties. 


The yield of hay (all kinds) in 1960/61 was 616,255 tons from 392,633 
acres compared with 206,413 tons from 245,299 acres in 1959/60 and 
671,527 tons from 419,566 acres in 1958/59. The greatest amount pro- 
duced was 1,100,217 tons in 1915/16 obtained from a record area of 709,813 acres. 


HAY 


A summary of areas and production of hay for the years 1956/57 to 1960/61 is 
shown below.
